Washington, D.\C.—The senate fi- 


nance committee Thursday voted a 
favorable report on the bill giving 
Secretary Mellon unlimited power to 
arrange for collection of foreign loans. 


The only limitation put on Mellon's 


power by the committee was an 
amendment by Senator Penrose, re- 
quiring that the refunding of foreign 
loans be finished within five years. 


Mellon gave the committee' the first 


outline of his plan for collecting the 
$11,000,000,000 Europe owes the Unit- 
ed States in principal and interest- 


Mellon said he would: 
Start with Great Britain, the princi- 


pal debtor, and follow with France 
and other countries. 


Ask each debtor to submit a state- 


ment telling how it could pay and 
what terms it desired. 


Defer interest collection for some 


time to come, although not necessarily 
to April 15, 1922, the date concerning 
which former Secretary Houston had 
an "understanding" with Great Bri- 
tain. 
That he might consent to a still 


further deferment of the interest if 
it is sought by Great Britain and 
'France. 


Mellon said he would not: 
Accept bonds of any nation except 


the direct debtor. In other words he 
would not take Serbian. Greek or 
Polish bonds in payment or security 
for money loaned Great Britain or 
Franc?. 
As to acceptance of German bonds, 


Mellon said he could not say now 
whether that question will have to be 
considered.

is doubtfnL In spite of all the economies 
the new budget director, Mr. Dawes. may

It is possible, however, to 


readjust taxation so that it will be less of 
a hardship upon the consumer in supply-

that the beam weighs 1.6 pounds. 


In the tropics where balsa grows, 


men carry long thick trunks of balsa 
trees without the effort necessary in 
hauling other logs. Balsa 
is only 


about half as heavy as cork, which 
we regard as a symbol of lightness. 


Near the beam m the exhibit is a 


box about a foot long and a little less 
in height and width. This box, too, is 
surprisingly light. But that is not its 
most interesting- feature. It is an ice 
cream, container. 
The label explains 


that one quart of ice cream will re- 
main firm in this box for five hours 
with an outside atmospheric tempera- 
ture of 75 degrees. In other words, a 
box of this wood is a sort of iceless 
refrigerator. This is due to balsa's in- 
sulating properties. 


When experts became interested in 


the commercial possibilities of balsa 
they examined tho cells and found 
them to be barrel-shaped with very 
thin walls. The soft porous structure 
of the wood accounted for its light- 
ness and also for its being a good in- 
sulator against cold and against hekt. 
In a test made with a fireless cooker 
contrivance of balsa wood, food placed 
m the cooker at night was still hot 
the next morning. 


Facts learned by the various exper- 


iments are being put to practical us«. 
Balsa is being used extensively for re- 
frigerator linings on ships and for ice 
boxes. 


Wood Grows the Year Round 


Still another exhibit in the museum 


is a cross section of a log of balsa. 
The wood IE almost white and of a 
lather silky texture, with light-col- 
ored bark. 
The label calls attention 


to the fact that there are no annular 
rings such as 
our 
temperate 
zone" 


trees have. Here during thp winter 
months new cells are not filling out 
and a thin film forms inside the bark. 
In the spring cells grow outside Ot 
this film and the hne remains dis- 
tinct in n cross section of the wood 
to make a jear jn the life of the tree. 


But in the tropics, except in a few 


places, there is no season of rest from 
growing. The cells may grow irregu- 
larly, swiftly in the rainy seasons and 
not much in dry weather, but they 
are steadily growing, so that the trees 
are uncircled. 


A few years ago, balsa trees had no 


commercial T..I!UC. They were merely 
known as tropical specimens used by 
the natn PS of Central America for 
raft material because of 
their 
ex- 


treme lightness. The very name \ifi\^ 
S'< is Spanish for raft and was given^ 


to the wood by Spanish explores In 
America when they noticed that the 
natives used it so much for water 
travel. A number of people could be 
safely floated on these rafts so much 
lighter than cork, but if any 
fore- 


sighted business man thought 'of the 
wood as a commercial possibility he 
soon abandoned the idea when he saw 
how quickly it decayed and how it 
gradually became waterlogged. 


But finally, a retired sea captain be 


came interested in lifesaving appar 
atus. He recalled 
the remarkable 


rafts of balsa logs on which tne na- 
tives of Central America rode and he 
wondered if something could not be 
done to the wood to preserve it and 
make it waterproof. He sent for some 
samples and made a number of experi- 
ments but with no success. 


Then he heard of a new wood pre- 


serving process w-hich had been pa. 
teritefl and he got in touch with/the 
inventor. " By the process every duct 
and cell in a piece of wood could be 
coated with a thin waterproofing sub- 
stance. This method was tried out on 
balsa wood and it worked satisfactor 
ily. The porous wood was made dur- 
able and its useful 
possibilities 
in- 


stantly became numerous. 


Since then, it has been used in mak- 


ing pontoons for hydroplanes, and in 
making parts of airplanes • where a 
light, easily worked wood is desirable. 
Life preservers, rafts, and life boats 
are being/ made of balsa as a substi- 
tute for cork. So buoyant is the wood 
that as many as 60 people £an ride on 
some of the life rafts. Yet they do not 
fake up much room on a boat and a 
number of them can be set 
afloat 


quickly in an -emergency. 


Balsa in the World War 


"When the submarine mine barrage 


was laid in the North Sea. 80,000 bal- 
sa floats were used. It was said to 
be the only wood 
available, 
which 


could"stand the exposure to water and 
at the same time resist the impact of 
death bombs. 


Balsa is being used in time of peace 


for buoys and surf boards and other 
floating things, and even for making 
carved toys, where its softness is a 
desirable feature. 
As a material for 


making stoppers for bottles it is re- 
placing cork to a very small extent. 


Because of its varied uses, balsa is 


now regarded as an important pro- 
duct. Experts have visited the Amer 
ican ti'opics to studj- the trees in their 
native stat°. They report that bnlsa 


one of the sw iftest growing trees, 


ihat it grows so rapidly that a seed 
planted shot up in a year into a tree 
36 feet tall and about five inches in 
diameter. 
In fix~e years, a tree trunk 


averages nearlv 30 inches across and 
the tree will be from 40 to 60 feet 
tall. It may not grow any taller than 
this, but the trunk may reach five_ 
feet in thickness. The leaves of thr 
young palsa tree are very large, some- 
tim°s three feet 
I cross. 


All through Central America 
and 


tho West Indies the balsa trees arc 
found, generally in swampy land. 


The extreme lightness of balsa wood 


was shown graphically when n block 
of balsa was compared in weight with 
similar blocks of other woods.
